Single Acting—Automatic Lowering 
These Jacks lift one notch on the downward 
stroke. The load is likewise lowered by pumping. 


Double Acting—Automatic Lowering 
These Jacks lift load one-half notch on the down- 
ward and one-half notch on the upward stroke of 
lever. The load is lowered in the same manner. 


Trip Jacks 

These Jacks are for railroad track use only and 
we do not recommend them for anything else. 
There is no way to lower the load except to trip it. 
This arrangement is provided to quickly remove 
jacks in case of approaching trains. 

We make trip jacks which are single acting and 
other styles which are double acting.

Jacks for Threshing Outfits 


For use in connection with threshing outfits 
we specially recommend our Nos. 52B and 54B. 
In appearance these jacks are similar to our No. 
2 (illustrated) but their capacity and height fits 
them for this particular purpose. 


Our No. 54B is what is most frequently called 
for by threshers, It is 13 inches high, has a 614 
inch rise and a capacity of 5 tons. 


The No. 52B is 2014 inches high, has a 12 
inch rise and is likewise of 5 tons capacity. The 
height and rise desired will determine which of 
these to order; but as we have said, most call for 


the No. 54B. 


Please remember that our jacks operate at 
any angle. Also that they are all high grade. 
The racks are cut from forged bars of high carbon 
steel; the pawls are not of soft malleable iron but 
are forged steel and case hardened; the fulcrum 
pins are not a bar of cold rolled steel—but are of 
spring steel, oil tempered and ground; and remem- 
ber that all bearings are hardened.
